Whereas, We have heretofore de 
manded certain remedial legislation 
looking to the equitab le distrib ution 
of the fruits of lab or; the just regula 
tion on the sub ject of railroad traffic 
b oth in state and in inter-state com 
merce to a fair and eauitab le iioint 
where the interests of the railroad 
companies and the interests of th< 
shippers should b e fairly and justly 
considered; and to the full and un­ 
restricted rights of the shipper to 
reach the markets of the world un­ 
trammeled b y the unjiLst b urden; 
and 
Whereas, Such legislation as the 
experience of the past would suggest, 
and in the light of such experience, 
has already b een secured through the 
efforts of the repub lican party; There­ 
fore b e it resolved that we demand 
such additional legislation necessary 
to fully and fairly adjust the relation 
of shippers and carriers, to the end 
that the shippers shall lie allowed to 
ship at a fair and reasonab le rate, 
which » ate shall b e b ased upon the 
actual cost of the construction and

tariff was a necessary outgrowth, and 
in view of the failure of that party to 
reform the tariff after b eing in posses­ 
sion of the lower house of congress 
for several years we cannot b ut regard 
their promises of reform as mere pre­ 
tense, unworthy any respect or serious 
consideration; and pointing to the 
fact that all material reduction in the 
tariff has b een through the efforts of 
the repub lican party, while the history 
of the democratic party upon this 
sub ject is a succession of b roken 
pledges, we confidently appeal to the 
people to entrust this most important 
sub ject to the care of the repub lican 
party. 
Kesolved. That we hope for the 
restoration of a repub lican majority 
in congress that Dakota may have 
justice, and no longer Ik? denied ad­ 
mission to the union from partisan 
reasons.

Oifts of Poison. 


It is time that respectab le mer­ 
chants comb ined with consumers for 
the suppression of all gift, prize and 
lottery schemes in connection with 
the sale of articles of merchandise. 
These schemes are not only demora­ 
lizing to ligitimate b usiness and to 
the morals of the community, b at in 
the extent in which they are b eing 
carried in the sale of articles of food 
have b ecome a source of great danger 
to the pub lic health. They are, no 
matter in what form they appear, 
nothing more or less than devices to 
swindle 
honest 
and unsuspecting 
people. 
It is gratifying to learn that in 
some instances the officers of the law 
have taken hold of the matter. In 
New York, and also in Chicago, parties 
who in this way offered gifts to pur­ 
chasers of their packages have recent­ 
ly b een arrested upon indictments for 
lottery swindling. 
The latest candi­ 
dates, b oth for pub lic ext*:ration and 
criminal prosecution, are the manu­ 
factures of the alum b aking fKtwdore, 
who are b oth, b y means of gifts and 
lottery tickets, disposing of large 
quantities of their corrosively poison­ 
ous compounds, which are so well 
known to Ik? detrimental to health 
that no housekeeper will admit them 
to her kitchen knowinglo. The form 
of swindle is not only l>eing peddled 
from b oose to house, b ut under the 
promise of large profits to Ik* realized, 
the manufacturers are entrenching 
themselves lx*hind the counters of 
many grocers b y getting them to offer 
the alum goods with the gifts or lot­ 
tery tickets attached, thereb y shifting 
the liab ility to prosecution, in jmrt, 
uj)on other, and perhai** innocent 
parties. 
Every grocer or dealer, for 
instance, who sells or offers for salt 
any of the prize for lottery b aking 
powders is a criminal in the eye of the 
law. and liab le, ujxm conviction, to 
fine and imprisonment, while those 
who sell the gift goods are. morally, 
as responsib le, for they are offering 
an inducement, or prize, to hous* 
keepers to use* a food that contains a 
corrosive poison. 
This is a predica­ 
ment in which it is not possib le our 
grocers will care to place themselves 
when they come to think seriously of 
th» * matter. . 
It must b e b orne in mind that every 
one of these gift or prize b aking pow­ 
ders are alum b aking powders. These 
powders cost l**ss than four cents a 
pound to produce; the gift or prize 
costs b ut a few cents more. 
They 
are sold at the price of a first-class 
b aking powder, so that the swindle, 
in a commercial sense, is enormous 
But the chief iniquity of the b usiness 
consists in selling, as presumab ly 
wholesome, an article of a positively 
injurious character, and b y means of 
gifts or b rib es inducing servants or 
unsuspecting housekeeiiers to pur­ 
chase and use it in our daily food. 
There should 
Ik* some prompt 
method of reaching these dangerous 
practices and punishing the parties 
engaged in their promotion. 
If the 
presents laws are not ample, we com­ 
mend the matter to the consideration 
of our State Board of Health for re- 
cammendation of 
such additional 
legislation as shall b e effective for the 
protection of the pub lic.

sometimes tv o cross pieces against th e per­ 
pendicular bar, so th at upon th e lower cross 
piece th e criminal partially sat.

Ì- W h en Darius conquered Babylon h e put 
two h undred captives to death c-n th e cross.

B ra v e a s a L io n W a s H o a n d th e 
S te rn C a p t a in H o ld H im to H is 
H eart. 
Th e Cdsm opolitan. 
On th e first day of th e b attle of 
Custozza. th e tw enty -fourth of July , 
1818, ab out sixty soldiers belonging 
to one of th e Italian infantry regi­ 
m ents, h aving been sent to occupy an 
isolated h ouse on a h eigh t, were un­ 
expectedly attacked by two com pan­ 
ies of Austrian» , wh o, firing on th em 
from different points, 
barely gave 
th em tim e to take refuge in th e h ouse 
and h astily barricade th e doors, leav­ 
ing several dea« l and wounded in th e 
fields. 
After barricading th e doors 
th e Italian soldiers h astily ran to th e 
windows on th e first floor and l» egan 
to pour a steady fire into th e assail­ 
ants, wh o were gradually advancing 
in a semi circle, and replying vigor­ 
ously. 
Th e sixty Italians were com m and­ 
ed by tw o subalterns and a captain, 
a tall old fellow, lean and severe, with 
wh ite h air and m oustach es; with 
th em was a Sardinian drum m er boy, 
a boy not much more (ban fourteen 
y ears old, and wh o scarcely appeared 
to be twelve; h e was small, « vitli an 
olive brown face and two sparkling 
little deep black eyes. Th e captain 
was directing th e defence from a win­ 
dow 011 th e first floor, sh outing h is 
orders like pistol sh ots and with 
110 
sign of em otion 
011 h is h ard face. Th e 
drum m er boy, wh o was a little pale 
but firm on h is legs, got up on a table 
aud was stretch ing out h is neck to 
see out ol th e windows an« l leaning 
against th e wall; th rough th e smoke 
h e saw th e wh ite uniform s of th e Aus­ 
trian» , wh o were slowly advancing 
th rough th e fields. 
Th e h ouse was 
situated 011 a sum m it ot a steep slope 
and on th e side tow ards th e slope h ad 
but one sm all window, h igh up, wh ich 
looked out from th e garret; th erefore 
th e A ustrian« did not th reaten th e 
h ouse from th a t side and th e slope 
was clear; th eir lire was directed only 
tow ards th e front and th e two sides. 
It w as an infernal lire, a h ail of lead­ 
en bullets, wh ich on th e outside crack­ 
ed th e walls and crumbled th e tiles, 
ami on th e inside sm ash ed ceilings, 
furniture, window frames, and door 
posts, filling th e air with splinters, 
clouds of plaster and bits ot pottery 
and glass; h issing, rtbounding, crash ­ 
ing into everyth ing with a noise fit to 
drive on« « m ad. 
From tim e to time 
one of th e soldiers wh o were firing 
from th e windows fell back on th e 
floor, and was dragged to one side, 
frome tottered from room to room , 
pressing th eir h ands on tHeir woun« ls. 
In th e kitch en th ere was already one 
dead man, witli a h all th rough h is 
foreh ead. Th e semi circle of th e enemy 
kept closing up. 
All a t once th e captain wh o until 
th en h ad been impassible, was seen to 
sh ow signs of uneasiness and to stride 
out of th e room followed by a ser­ 
geant. About th ree m inutes after­ 
wards th e sergeant came ruxh ing back 
an« l callid th e drum m er boy, beckon­ 
ing h im to follow. Th e boy ran after 
h im up a wooden stair-case, and went 
with h im into an em pty garret, wh ere 
h e saw th e captain, wh o was writing 
with a jiencil on a sh eet of paj» er, lean­ 
ing against th e window, with a well- 


o! w h ich h e sh ows an unexpected de­ 
gree of far-th ough ted malice, umte« l 
with all th ecoh i stupidity of h is usual 
ch aracter. Oiie instance of th is 1 well 
remember. 
A lad of ab out fourteen bad con­ 
ducted a large 
camel, laden with 
wood, to anoth er village at 
about 
h alf a mile’s distance. 
As tin? anim al 
loitered or turned out cf th e way, its 
driver struck it rejs-atedly, and h ar« i- 
t r th an it seem to h ave th ough t h e 
h ad a righ t to do. But finding th e oc­ 
casion favorable for taking im m ediate 
quits, it bode its time; nor was th a t 
tim e long in coming. 
A few day s later th e sam e lad h ad 
to reconduct th e beast, unladen, to 
h is own village. 
Wh en th ey were 
about h alf way on th e road, and a t 
some distance from any h abitation, 
tne camel suddenly stopped, looked 
deliberately around in every direction 
to assure itself th a t no one was with ­ 
in sigh t, and finding th e road clear of 
passengers, 
m ade a step forward, 
seized th e unlucky boy ’s h ead in its 
m onstrous m outh , ami lifting h im in- 
j to th e air flung h im down again with 
th e upper p a rt of liia skull completely 
torn off. 
H aving th us satisfied its revenge, 
j th e brute quietly resum ed its ¡« ace to­ 
wards th e village, as th ough noth ing 
were th e m atter, till some men wh o 
h ad observed th e wh olo proceedings, 
th ough unfortunately a t too ‘great a 
distance to be able to afford timely 
h elp, came up and killed it. 


D am age Done by A valanch es. 
We h ave to go back for som eth ing 
like h alf a century to find in th e h is­ 
tory of Switzerland and Piedm ont 
any record of calam ity from avalanch ­ 
es a t all equal to th a t of th e recent sea­ 
son. Th e loss of life seems to h ave 
been greatest on th e steepest south ­ 
ern side of th e Alps, b ut th e loss of 
cattle and destruction of fields and 
h ouses on th e north ern side h as been 
perh aps greater. Some of th e best 
known resorts in th e Valais h ave th us 
suffered. K anda, in th e Z erm att, val­ 
ley. h as been destroy ed, and in th e 
t> op 11 th is Saaxth al nearly all th e principal vil­ 
lages h ave been more or less ruined. 
Th e dam age done is not confin' d to 
th e ch alets and cattle sh e-' - -uuck by j 
m asses of snow, earth and trees wh ich 
t h e avalanch e wh irls along, but th e 
injury from th e 
avalanch e blast 
is still more 
extensive. Th us, in 
8aasgrund, wh ere only p a rt of th e 
village is exposed, th e oth er p a rt be­ 
ing protected by an immense pine 
wood, th e unprotected portion, wh ich 
includes th e village ch urch , was sh at- 
tered by fragm ents ol th e avalanch e, 
but th e doors and windows of eveiy 
h ouse in th e village, with h ardly a 
single exception, forced in by meie 
concussion of air, and th e sam e th ing 
h appened a t th e Simplon Hospice. 
Th e spray of a large avalanch e 
raises a snow storm of such fury as to 
oblige men more th en a mile off to 
run for sh elter. Th e h ouses wh ich 
suffer in th is way y et rapidly filled 
with snow, and th e cattle, if not got 
out quickly, perish . 
As Switzerland 
is so essentially th e playground of 
Europe, it is to be h oped th a t th e 
appeal for aid for sufferers m ade by 
th e English Alpine club will meet with 
a generous 
response.—L ondon. Ob­ 
server. 


W ith H eads to th e North . 
Th e belief th a t h um an beings sh ould 
sleep with th e ir h eads to th e north is 
said to h ave its foundation in a sci­ 
entific fact. Th e French Academy of 
Sciences h as m ade experim ents upon 
th e body of a guillotined m an wh ich 
go to prove th a t each h um an system 
is in itself an electric b attery , one 
electrode being represented by th e 
h ead, th e oth er by th e feet.

FOOD TESTS IS SEW YORK. 


Official Analysis ot Baking Powders— 
Adulterations in Cream of Tartar. 
Under the direction of the New 
York State Board of Health, eighty 
four different kinds of baking pow­ 
ders, embracing all the brands that 
could l>e found for sale in the State, 
were submitted to examination and 
analysis by Prof. C. F. Chandler, a 
member of the 
State Board and 
President of the New York City Board 
of Health, assisted by Prof. Edward 
G. Love, the well-known United States 
Government chemist. 
The official report shows that a 
large number of the powders ex­ 
amined were found to contain alum 
or lime; many of them to such an ex­ 
tent as to render them seriously ob­ 
jectionable for use in the preparation 
of human food. 
Alum was found in twenty-nine 
samples. 
This drug is employed in 
baking powders to cheapen their cost. 
The presence of lime is attributed to 
the impure cream of tartar of com­ 
merce used in their manufacture. 
Such cream of tartar was also analyzed 
and found to contain lime and other 
impurities; in some samples to the 
extent of 93 per cent, of their entire 
weight. 
All the baking powders of the 
market, with the single exception of 
“Royal” (not iucludiug the alum and 
phosphate powders, which have not 
the virtue of even an impure cream 
of tartar), are made from the adul­ 
terated cream of tartar of commerce, 
and consequently contain lime to a 
corresponding extent. 
The only baking powder yet found 
by chemical analysis to be entirely 
free from lime and absolutely pure is 
the “Royal.”

Whereas, We have heretofore de­ 
manded certain remedial legislation 
looking to the equitable distribution 
of the fruits of lalior; the just regula­ 
tion on the subject of railroad traffic 
both in state and in inter-state com­ 
merce to a fair and equitable ix>int 
where the interests of the railroad 
companies and tho interests of the 
shipj>ers should be fairly and justly 
considered; and to the full and un­ 
restricted rights of the shipper to 
reach the markets of the world un­ 
trammeled by the unjust burden; 
and 
Whereas, Such legislation as the 
experience of the past would suggest, 
and in the light of such existence, 
bas already been secured through the 
efforts of the re] mblican party; There­ 
fore be it resolved that we demand 
such additional legislation necessary 
to fully and fairly adjust the relation 
of shippers and carriers, to the end 
that the shippers shall be allowed to 
ship at a fair and reasonable rate, 
which tate shall be based upon the 
actual cost of the construction and 
operating expenses, but that the ef­

Gifts of Poison. 


It is time that respectable mer­ 
chants combined with consumers for 
the suppression of all gift, prize and 
lottery schemes in connection with 
the sale of articles of merchandise. 
These schemes are not only demora­ 
lizing to ligitimate business and to 
the morals of the community, bat in 
the extent in which they are being 
carried in the sale of articles of food 
have become a source of great danger 
to the public health. They are, no 
matter in what form they appear, 
nothing more or less than devices to 
swindle honest and unsuspecting 
people. 
It is gratifying to learn that in 
some instances the officers of the law 
have taken hold of the matter. In 
New York, and also in Chicago, parties 
who in this way offered gifts to pur­ 
chasers of their packages have recent­ 
ly been arrested upon indictments for 
lottery swindling. 
The latest candi­ 
dates, both for public execration and 
criminal prosecution, are the manu­ 
factures of the alum baking powders, 
who are both, by means of gifts and 
lottery tickets, disposing of largo 
quantities of their corrosively poison­ 
ous compounds, which are so well 
known to be detrimental to health 
that no housekeeper will admit them 
to her kitchen knowinglo. The form 
of swindle is not only being j saddled 
from house to house, but under the 
promise of large profits to lie realized, 
the manufacturers are entrenching 
themselves behind the counters of 
many grocers by getting them to offer 
the alum goods with the gifts or lot­ 
tery tickets attached, thereby shifting 
the liability to prosecution, in part, 
ujxm other, and perhaj>s innocent 
parties. Every grocer or dealer, for 
instance, who sells or offers for sale 
any of the prize for lottery baking 
jiowders is a criminal in the eye of the 
law, and liable, ujkhi conviction, to 
tine and imprisonment, while those 
who sell the gift goods are. morally, 
as responsible, for they are offering 
an inducement, or prize, to house­ 
keepers to use a food that contains a 
corrosive poison. 
This is a predica­ 
ment in which it is not invisible our 
grocers will care to place themselves 
when they come to think seriously of 
the matter. . 
It must be borne in mind that every 
one of these gift or prize baking pow­ 
ders are alum baking powders. These 
powders cost less than four cents a 
pound to produce: the gift or prize 
costs but a few cents more. 
They 
are sold at the price of a flrst-class 
baking lewder, so that the swindle, 
in a commercial sense, is enormous. 
But the chief iniquity of the business 
consists in wiling, as presumably 
wholesome, an article of a positively 
injurious character, and by means of 
gifts or bribes inducing servants or 
unsuspecting housekeepers to pur­ 
chase and use it in our daily food. 
There should 
he some prompt 
method of reaching these dangerous 
practices and punishing the parties 
engaged in their promotion. 
If the 
presents laws are not ample, we com­ 
mend the matter to the consideration 
of our State Board of Health for re- 
cammendation of 
such additional 
legislation as shall be effective for the 
protection of the public.

a n d a siege then commenced for no one was 
daring enough to go n e ar the house. E arly 
ono forenoon a s h o t was h eard coming 
from tho 
house, followed by g ro an s of a 
dying m an. 
Borne 
of the m ore daring 
then 
v en tu red to enter. The d o o r was 
b roken a n d Ridge w m found iying o n his 
face, a 32-calibre 
revolver 
grasped 
in 
his 
right 
hand. 
H is 
body

F p o n turning him over 
a large bullet w ound was found in hi* left 
b re a s t ju st ab o v e the nipple.

G rover Cleveland, tw enty-second presi- 
Jent of the United States, was born in Cald­ 
well, Essex county, New Jersey, March 18. 
1837. 
When three roars of age his father, a 
Presbyterian m inister.m ovcd to Fayetteville, 
Onondaga county, N. Y. .w h e re y oung Gro- 


farmlng, eta The death of hts father, which 
occurred in Cleveland, Ohio, left the youth 
to rely entirely upon his own resources, and 
he accordingly set out for New York city to 
accept tho position of uuder teacher in an 
asylum for the blind. 
In August, 1855, he 
lecured a place in the office of Rodgeis, 
Bowen A Rodgers, Buffalo, N. Y., where he 
read law, and, in 1859, was adm itted to the 
bar. 
In 1883 Grover Cleveland w as appointed 
district attorney for tho county of Erie, 
which event m arked bis first entrance into 
political life. 
In* i8 6 0 he was elected sheriff 
of the sam e comity, having previously beeu 
defeated for the district-attorneyshlp by the 
Republican candidate, L ym an K. Bass. 
In 
1881 be was elected mayor of Buffalo on a 
combination Democratic and reform ticket. 
When a successor was to be elected to Gov. 
A. B. Cornell the Dem ocrats 
nom inated

Except the wile of Madi­ 
son, Mr*. Cleveland is the youngest of the 
m any mistresses of the White House, having 
been born in Buffalo. N. Y.« in 1864.

one, 
forming a frond. 
1 There is, however, a prolongation of 
the lower surface into a kind of rhiz- 
oid, the p u r p o s e of which seems to be 
to 'en ab le the p l a n t to float upright 
in the water. T h e fronds multiply as­ 
exually by sending out other fronds 
from a basilar slit or concavity, and 
with such rapidity does this take 
place that a lew' days often suffices to 
produce 
from 
a 
few individuals 
enough similar ones to cover many 
square rods ot pond surface with the 
minute green granules. 
But small as these plants are, and 
simple in their structure, they yet 
produce flowers. Two flowers are pro­ 
duced on a plant-, eacii of them very 
simple, and consisting of a single sta­ 
men and the other of a single pistil!, 
both of which burst through the upper 
surface of the frond. There are two 
species of this genus growing in the 
eastern United States, one of them, 
Wolflia Columbiana, about 1-25 of 
an inch in diameter, and the other, W, 
Bpasiiiensis somewhat smaller in size.

A fter exercise of any kind never 
ride in an open carriage or near the 
window of a car for a m< m nt; it ie 
dangerous to health, or even life. 
Merely warm the back by the fire, 
and never continue keeping the back 
exposed to heat alter it has become 
com fortably warm. 
To do so is de­ 
bilitating. 
W hen h< arse speak as little as pos­ 
sible until the hoarseness is recovered 
from, els*- the voice m ay be perm a­ 
nently lost or difficulties of the throat 
be produced.

Of the B rainercl High School, at the 
Opera House, Friday Even­ 
ing, June 1st. 
The Second Annual Commencement 
of the Brainerd High School, was held 
at Sleeper Ojiera House last Friday 
evening, and was the finest literary 
treat that our people have enjoyed 
for some time. 
A house literally 
jammed from parquet to gallery evi­ 
denced the interest and pride our cit­ 
izens have in their schools and educa­ 
tional matters generally. 
The stage 
was tastily decorated with evergreen 
and flowers. Over the center of the 
stage was suspended the class motto, 
“At the Threshold,” which was made 
of 
evergreen. 
At 
about 
8:30 
o’clock the members of the class took 
their positions on the right of the 
stage, while the seats on the left were 
occupied by Profs. Wilson and Gould 
and members of the Board of Educa­ 
tion. The exercises were opened with 
an overture by the orchestra, after 
which Rev. Bergstrom delivered a 
short prayer. 
Next on the program 
was a chorus by the school, which 
certainly showed careful training at 
the hands of Mr. H. C. Craig, who 
had charge of the musical exercises 
and wielded the baton on this occa­ 
sion. Miss Emily Walters then ad­ 
vanced to the front of the stage, and 
in a low but perfectly distinct tone of 
voice read the following salutatory: 
Honored and respect**! citizens as­ 
sembled here to witnesss the second 
annual commencement of the Brain­ 
erd High School, we welcome you. 
Gentlemen, who, as representatives 
of our commonwealth, have gathered 
here to witness the closing scenes of 
the school year; we salute you. 
In 
numbers we exceed any previous class, 
and we hope you welcome our advent 
into the busy world, to work and labor 
for a place among our fellowmen. 
You have generously considered all 
matters pertaining to our welfare, and 
to-night, your presence gives us a 
still greater assurance of your active 
interest and sincere sympathy in our 
efforts. 
Kind and generous teachers, who 
have so earn<*stly labored to bring 
alxmt this happy scene, we thank you 
for your cheerful presence. 
Y’ou have helped us in the struggle 
for an education; have taught us the 
way to live successful lives, and have 
added yet another pleasure to our 
lots by so willingly postponing your 
search for rest and quiet that you 
may be with us this evening. Though 
these scenes will soon pass, and leave 
us on the threshold of a new exis­ 
tence, yet we will ever remember, 
ever recall, our school-days and our 
associations, as pupils and teachers, 
with loving regrets th a t they could 
not last the longer. 
Fellow-stndents, tarrying from the 
i’oumey that will bear you to your 
lomes, tis with mingled joy and sym­ 
pathy we greet you. 
You are about 
to take up the burdens which we have 
laid down, and we hoj>o this night 
will be a beacon light luring yon on 
and on, ’till one year from now this 
hall may witness another closing 
scene of another graduating class. 
Trustees, 
teachers, 
companies, 
friends, again we greet yon with a 
hearty welcome. Be assured, we are 
honored and gratified by your pres­ 
ence; yon have acknowledged our suc­ 
cess in a way most encouraging and 
inspiring to ns, and in behalf of the 
class of 88, I thank you—thank you 
—take your hand in ours and crown 
you with our welcome as with flowers. 


At the conclusion of the salutatory 
Miss Walters read an essay entitled, 
“The House tliat Jack Built.” in 
which she used this favorite old nurs­ 
ery rhyme as a simile to show the 
progress of the American states from 
infancy to their present greatness. 
The essay was well written and was a 
production that would be an honor 
to one of more mature years, and at 
its conclusion was enthusiastically ap­ 
plauded. 
“Alpha and Omega,” an 
essay by Miss Genevieve Paine, was 
the next on the programme. 
The 
speaker reviewed some of the princi­ 
pal events in the world’s history 
whose beginnings we have seen, but 
of whose end man knoweth not. Miss 
Paine read her essay in a clear dis­ 
tinct tone that could be easily heard 
in all parts of the house, and merited 
the applause that greeted her at the 
close. Miss Geneva Welch next read 
an essay entitled “Influence,” in 
which she forciby showed, by citing 
examples frdm history, how each in­ 
dividual exerts an influence over the 
lives and actions of others, and urged 
each and every one to see that the 
influence exerted by them is for the 
right. 
Weed Steel, the only gentle­ 
man in the class of ’88, then stepped 
forward, and in a manner indicating 
the depth of his convictions on the 
the subject, proceeded to make it un­ 
comfortable' for those present holding 
free trade ideas, by showing the mar­ 
velous and ■ unparalleled growth of 
this nation to wealth and power as a 
result of thp protective tariff. 
The 
enthusiastic applause that greeted 
him at the donclusion of his oration, 
not only showed the appreciation of 
the audience for the speaker’s ora­ 
torical powers, but indicated that the 
sentiments uttered struck a responsive 
chord in the minds of a large majority 
of those present. 
The audience then 
had the pleasure of listening to a 
duet by Mejfers. Alderman and W il- 
son, after which Miss May Gleason in 
a low but perfectly distinct tone of 
voice read an essay entitled “Litera­ 
ture’s Debt to Adversity.” She show­ 
ed beyond a doubt, by citing numer­ 
ous examples among the world’s no­ 
table poets and prose writers, that 
the finest poetical and literary gems 
were only made possible by adversity, 
the production of “Paradise Lost by 
the old blind poet while in prison be­ 
ing the most notable example. 
1 he 
essay showed careful study and prep­ 
aration, and was delivered in a man­ 
ner that won the admiration of the 
audience. “The Emerald Isle,” by 
Miss Emily Murphy, was a review of 
the struggle of the Irish people for 
seven hundred years for liberty and 
the right to govern themselves. She 
paid a glowing tribute to the Grand 
Old Man, whose action in champion­ 
ing the cause of Ireland, she asserted, 
virtually ended the the struggle, as 
home rule is now a matter of a few 
months’ time. Her essay was well 
written and deserved the applause 
it received. Miss Amy Lqwey fol­ 
lowed by reading an essay in which 
she showed that greatness in an in­ 
dividual or a nation can only be at­ 
tained by steady growth, taking the 
French and German peoples as an 
example. While the Germans both 


as individuals and as a nation were 
content with a steady growth, the 
result being the gradual develop­ 
ment of the most powerful nation 
of modem times, the impetuous and 
too ambitious French have had their 
ups and downs, now being all pow­ 
erful, as under Napoleon, and then 
lying low and prostrate as during 
the commune; the result being a nation 
divided against itself, liable to be rent 
and torn at any time by civil war. 
The essay concluded she delivered the 
following appropriate valedictory: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: Friends of 
the school, who have so cheerfully 
given us your presence to-night, wo 
extend to you our sincere thanks and 
appreciation. We feel that your kind 
wishes and material aid have made 
us early understand that school life 
is not a mere pastime, but has a no­ 
bler purpose in view, that of prepara­ 
tion, to enable us to hold our own on 
the battle plain of life. 
To-night we meet our last as the 
“class or ’88,” and ’tis with feelings 
of sadness we review our school days 
and bid adieu to past associations. 
To you we wish to speak our grati­ 
tude for the excellent schools you so 
willingly support. To you we return 
our thanks for the liberal advantages 
we have here enjoyed. 
To the Board of Education, as the 
representatives 
of 
our 
citizens 
we feel indebted to your untiring 
zeal in securing able instructors. Each 
day, we have been reminded of your 
wisdom and generosity, in supplying 
Us with ample material for instruction 
in each branch of study. 
You have 
anticipated our every need. We can 
only say thank you, but we trust our 
words and deeds may ever attest our 
gratitude, and that our class may be 
an honor to your school. 
Teachers: As we speak the name 
a tender chord throbs; a pent-up sigh 
breaks tin* smooth surface. W hile we 
have watched and waited for this 
night; while we have dreamed of it 
as a consummation of a long struggle, 
we have not forgotten that with our 
pleasure would l>e fraught some pain— 
pain keener than a mere parting. We 
meet no more in the relation of teach­ 
er and pupil, but we trust that the 
truths you have labored so diligently 
to teach us, will not Is* forgotten 
when we go into the world to prove 
them for ourselves. 
The debt of 
gratitude we owe you is greater than 
we can pay, but somewhere we will 
s<*ek to follow your example, giving 
our ls*st to others as you have given 
to us. 
\\ ith thankfulness for your 
benefits to us; with sympathy and 
good will for your future work, we 
bid you farewell. 
Classmates: The end has brought 
its reward; but in order that a fire 
may burn it must be fed: so in order 
that the knowledge which we have 
received may not smolder and die out, 
we must lose no opportunity of fan­ 
ning the flame and replenishing the 
fuel. 
\\ hatever we may chose as our 
life work, we must earnestly endeav­ 
or to extend that education which has 
jlieen so cheerfully given us. 
To­ 
night we go forth from the pleasant 
paths of school lif<*, to take our places 
m the broad fields of the world’s ac- 
divitiei^Tnif^jtmmm^lutus^jf prac- 
will 
from our 
tical life 
hearts tin* sentiments that move us 
to-night, still “in the ear of memory 
sounding, they shall ever be our own.” 
Our future lif«* will Is* as we make it. 
We may not attain to high jiosition. 
fame or honor, but we may acquit 
ourselves as tru e men and women, 
always striving to prove ourselves 
worthy the teaching and influence 
here received; worthy the success we 
hope for in the future, 
“L* t us do noble deeds, not dream 
them all day long. 
Th‘*n shall we 
make life, death and that vast forever, 
one grand, sweet song.” 


Prof. Gould then advanced and 
made a neat and appropriate speech 
to the class, urging th» m to use the 
education that had so generously been 
provided them, for the benefit of oth­ 
ers, claiming that it would Ik* wrong, 
if not actually criminal, to do other­ 
wise. Prof. Wilson then addressed 
the class as follows: 
Class of 1888: You stand to-night 
upon a new elevation. 
You find 
yourselves in a j>osition which, in 
many resjiects, is higher than any 
previous position you may have at­ 
tained. It is fitting that you should 
be urged to scan the horizon from 
this new point of view to look back 
over the past; to look at the scenes 
on either side and to j>eer into the 
mists which obscure your path in the 
future. Many doting prophecies may 
have filled your head with visions of 
glory. 
These are pleasing to the 
view, and innocent if you understand 
them to Ik* simply mirages, and do 
not permit them to lead you from the 
path of duty into deserts of doubt, 
pride and slothfulness, whither so 
many have been lured by them only 
to be lost. 
Not that you may sit on 
the right hand or left seat of honor, 
but that you may lx*tter bear the bap­ 
tism of toil and suffering is the pur­ 
pose of education and culture. 
Yon 
may be told that you have acquired 
an education, which is about as true 
as that you have finished your expe­ 
rience, or that you have acquired life. 
But so much education as you have 
acquired has been at such cost, that 
to use it wrong would be criminal. It 
has cost your parents money, toil and 
self denial to keep you in school The 
city has expended large sums to give 
you the opportunity of standing here 
and graduate to-night. 
It has cost 
you much time and labor, yet these 
are the least items of your expense. 
The exacting necessities of your in­ 
tellectual training has compelled the 
neglect of other culture some of it 
even more important than that which 
you have received. To train the ath­ 
lete for his profession requires that 
lie not only neglects his intellectual 
culture, but even the dwarfing of in­ 
tellectual faculties. In some famous 
specimens of physical development 
the mental faculties have been almost 
obliterated. 
Intellectual 
develop­ 
ment is subject to the same law of 
growth. Y”ou may find you have an 
intellectual Jonah’s gourd. 
There 
may be a worm gnawing at the root 
of tin* physicial or in the heart of 
your moral nature, or in the foliage 
of the asthetical or the flower of the 
spiritual 
Although your present 
elevation is not an exceeding high 
mountain, it will seem to you much 
higher than it is, and from it the dev­ 
il will manage to show you some lit­ 
tle kingdom of the world, some cov­ 
eted poss€*ssion of wealth or honor, 
and offer it to you if you will do the 
devil's work to get it, and he will 
carry out his bargain in good faith. 
Many a person is in possession of 
honor or wealth because he saw from 
tin* hill of superiority the glory of it 
and worshiped satan to get it. 
You 
can not escape this temptation, and 
you will do well to seek help from 
One who is able to deliver you from 
the power of the evil one. 
Do not 
fall into the idea that your education 
is solely your own to be used for your 
own gratification. It is yours to use 
for the good of humanity, and may 
you be able to so use it is tin* wish of 
us all 
At the conclusion of this brief ad­ 
dress he presented each of t he grad­ 
uates with a diploma, which conclud­ 
ed the exercises of the second annual 
com m en cnrti <"*ri *

That Non-Partisan Move. 
A so-called people’s committe meet­ 
ing was held at Wadena last Saturday 
afternoon for the purpose of calling a 
people’s convention to place in nomi­ 
nation a judge for the Fifteenth Ju­ 
dicial District It is a well known fact 
that this movement is in the interest 
of Geo. W. Holland, the Democratic 
aspirant for the position, who hopes 
to capture this nomination. In order 
that the public may know fully to 
what extent the “people” were allow­ 
ed to participate in the election of 
delegates to this committee meeting 
we will state that Mr. Paine repre­ 
sented Crow Wing county, and that he 
was elected at the meeting held at the 
Commercial Hotel, a description of 
which was published in these columns 
last week. At that meeting fully three 
men were present and it was the unani­ 
mous sense of the meeting that Mr. 
Paine be the Crow Wing county com­ 
mitteeman. Although it is claimed 
notices calling the meeting were post­ 
ed, there is not a man to be found who 
ever saw one of them. The Hubbard 
county man is in the same boat. 
Geo. Cook, the representative of 
Wadena county at their Saturday 
conference, was elected in precisely 
the same clandestine manner. No 
one knew of the meeting: no citizen 
of that town could be found who had 
ever seen or heard of the notices 
which they claimed had been posted, 
except the two gentlemen who were 
present at the conference. 
How the delegates were elected 
from other counties we do not know, 
but it is not presuming too much to 
state that beyond a doubt they as­ 
sumed the duty as did the gentlemen 
above mentioned. 
Where this meeting was to be held 
or at what hour was as secret a sub­ 
ject as was the balance of the transac­ 
tions, but finally the five gentlemen 
were found closeted in the jury room 
at the Wadena court house, but the 
business had been transacted and the 
meeting was just adjourning when a 
reporter 
gained 
admission. 
The 
gentlemen had accomplished their 
purpose and of course secrecy was no 
longer available. A people’s judicial 
convention has been called to meet at 
Aitkin on June 27th, with representa­ 
tion as follows: Aitkin 4. Cass 4. 
Crow Wing 6, Hubbard 2, Itasca 2, 
Wadena 5. 
A copy of the minutes of the trans­ 
actions was given us by Mr. Cook, 
secretary of the meeting, which were 
as follows:

June 12th, 1888, the numb* 
of delegates to be doubled in the sev 
eral counties in the judicial district 
the object being to give a fuller ex 
pression of public feeling in conven 
tion. Carried. 
Moved and seconded that we ad 
joura. Carried. 
G eo. F. C ook, Sec’y. 
Four hours after getting these 
minutes we were informed that 
slight error had been made and step­ 
ping down to the secretary’s office we 
found a Mr. Bracker getting up an 
entire new set of records. These were 
to be forwarded to as but Mr. Paine 
brought them to the depot and after 
having delivered them demanded the 
return of the copy of the original 
minutes which were in our possession 
and which demand was refused. He 
then took it upon himself to remove 
the copy that he had brought, in any­ 
thing but a gentlemanly way, from a 
third party’s possession. 
Whether 
this move on his part was because he 
was ashamed of anything that had 
been done or not we are unprepared 
to state. 
The people of the Fifteenth Judi­ 
cial District are not opposed to a non­ 
partisan nomination and in fact the 
idea is the correct one but it mast not 
be carried on in the way that the move 
has been started. There is nothing 
to be secret about; if the people are 
to put in nomination a man the peo­ 
ple certainly ought to know some­ 
thing about it, but if the calling of the 
primaries to elect delegates to Aitkin 
is as secret as the previous movements, 
Mr. Paine and his boss will get to­ 
gether and do the whole job—of 
course it will save time and maybe 
vexation—but the dear people in 
whose cause they are laboring will be 
served. If Mr. Holland’s democratic 
campaign is to be engineered in this 
maimer under the guise of another 
name the sooner the public find it out 
the better it will be.
